Economie revival 


in 1971 predicted 


CHICAGO (A P ) — Three bu si­ 
ness forecasters said today the 
nation’s economy will rev iv e in 
19 71 and that the impact of in­ 
nation will be blu nted, bu t that 
u nemploy ment will continu e to 
rise. 
The forecasters, making their 
10th appearance at a bu siness 
forecast session sponsored by 
the 
Univ ersity 
of 
Chicago’s 
G radu ate School of Bu siness, 
agreed in prepared statements 
that recov ery is du e and that 
19 71 will be a y ear of transition 
from the zero-growth economy 
of 19 70 to rapid growth and in­ 
creased prosperity in late 19 71. 
The forecasters are Walter D. 
Fackler, professor of bu siness 


economics 
in 
the 
Gradu ate 
School 
of 
Bu siness; 
Irv ing 
Schweiger. professor of m arket­ 
ing in the G radu ate School of 
Bu siness and Bery l W. Sprinkel, 
senior v ice president and direct­ 
or of research of the Harris 
Tru st and Sav ings Bank of Chi­ 
cago. 
“ Barring gross m ism anage­ 
ment of ou r national monetary 
and fiscal policies.” Fackler 
said, “ we shou ld easily be able 
to increase real ou tpu t nex t 
y ear by 4l2 per cent to 5 per 
cent. 
The forecasters’ predict ions of 
the 19 71 Gross National Produ ct: 
F ackler.$1.051 billion; Sprinkel, 
$1,050 billion; Schweiger, $1,039 


billion. 
In 19 6 8, Fackler predicted the 
increase in the nation's GNP at 
$72 billion, a figu re that prov ed 
to be right on target. 
F a c kle r sa id . “ U nem ploy ­ 
ment will rem ain abov e 5 per 
cent for most of the y ear and 
may go to 6 per cent before it 
comes down, bu t it shou ld be 
u nder 5 per cent, perhaps as low 
as 4*2 per cent by the fou rth 
qu arter.” 
Schweiger said, “ Prices will 
continu e to rise at an u naccept­ 
able rate, althou gh they will be 
decelerating du ring the y ear. 
Su ch rapid rise will contribu te 
fu rther to labor u nrest and the 
prospects for lengthy strikes.” 


“ Interest rates.” Schweiger 
said, “will decline fu rther with 
long-term rates falling more 
than short-term rates, narrow­ 
ing 
the 
d ispa rity 
betw een 
th em .” 
Sprinkel said the recession 
has been relativ ely mild in some 
areas bu t it has been sev ere in 
financial markets. He predicted 
continu ed decline in long-term 
interest rates and stability for 
short-term rates “once the re­ 
cov ery gets u nder w ay .” 
“ Ou tlook for the 
battered 
equ ity m arket,” he said, “is 
probably ev en better . . . condi­ 
tions for continu ation of the 
presently u nheralded bu ll m a r­ 
kets are ex cellent.”

Yo u so meho w ex pect a co ach 
addressing a captiv e audience 
to laud participatio n in the spo rt 
he co aches as being an impo rt­ 
ant ing redient in transfo rming 
him fro m a bo y into a man, and 
Semetis perfo rms as ex pected. 
Alo ng the way and inter­ 
spersed amo ng his co mments 
were three statements which 
bear so me elabo ratio n. 
Speaking specifically o f 
wrestling , 
Semetis 
said. 
“ There are no time o uts and 
no substitutes . . . and sacri­ 
fice is the name o f the g ame.” 
Referring to spo rts, time o uts 
immediately bring to mind ho w 
many play s the best pro fo o tball 
quarterbacks can squeeze into 
the last two minutes o f play by 
utilizing v ario us time o ut de­ 
v ices. 
The use o f time o uts in fo o t- 
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ball and to a lesser deg ree in 
basketball is an unnatural co n- 
ceo pt and co ntrary to all else we 
kno w and that is “ time inex o r­ 
ably mo v es o n.” 
There is no thing in life that 
affo rds us a chance to “ ho ld 
back” time while we wo rk o ut 
a better so lutio n. 
Also o ther spo rt o ther than 
wrestling we no w abo ut pro ­ 
v ides so meo ne to substitute fo r 
an indiv idual, incidentally this 
also applies to mo st that we do , 
o ur jo bs, o r v o luntary wo rk in 
which 
we 
are 
eng ag ed. 
So meo ne fro m time to time may 
substitute fo r us. 
Ag ain, in life, o ur o wn en­ 
co unter with the ex istence we 
are ex periencing is the o nly 
awareness we hav e, there is no 
substitute fo r us. 
We liv e o ur ex periences o r 
they belo ng to so meo ne else. 
Finally , any o ne can tell 
y o u, “ winning is the name o f 
the g ame,” but o ur y o ung 
Lo mbardi ex to ls sacrifice as 
“ the name o f the g ame.” 
The fact is, in life sacrifice 
co mes befo re winning and while 
winning 
may 
no t 
fo llo w 
sacrifice, 
winning 
nev er 
co mes witho ut sacrifice. 
Any ‘winning no t preceded by 
sacrifice is ill-g o tten g ain. 
Lo v e and sacrifice seem to 
g o to g ether and two po ets 
hav e elo quently ex pressed 
what we are try ing to say . 
“ ‘Tis better to hav e lo v ed and 
lo st than nev er to hav e lo v ed at 
all,” Alfred Lo rd Tenny so n. 
“ ‘Tis better to hav e lo v ed and 
lo st than nev er to hav e lo st at 
all,” Samuel Butler.

Ford 


DETROIT (AP) 
Representativ es of the 
16 6 ,000 United Au to Workers at Ford Motor C. 
met today to decide whether to approv e a new 
three-y ear contract between the u nion and the 
nation’s No. 2 au tom aker. 
The 200-member Ford Cou ncil of the UAW 
mu st pass on the pact before it is su bmitted to 
the rank and file for ratification. 
The cou ncil was ex pected to approv e the 
proposed contract, which had the u nanimou s 
recommendation of the UAW’s Ford bargain­ 
ing committee. 
The contract, which 
was wrapped 
u p 
Monday after a 28 -hou r bargaining session, 
closely followed the pattern set by the UAW at 
GM after a 10-week strike. The details of the 
pact were withheld u ntil today ’s Ford Cou ncil 
meeting. 
The av erage Ford worker will hav e his 
straight pay raised from $4.02 an hou r to $4.53 
in the first y ear of the contract and by three 
per cent in each of the last two y ears. 
The worker will also hav e his pay raised— 
with no top limit—as the cost of liv ing goes u p. 
Depending on how the cost of liv ing in­ 
creases, the av erage worker cou ld hav e his 
wages raised to ov er $5 an hou r in the third 
y ear.

The Ford contract also improv es early 
retirem ent benefits, allowing a worker with 
30 y e a rs’ serv ice to retire at age 58 at $500 a 
month, for ex ample. 
The u nion, which did not get its demand for 
a company -paid dental care program at GM, 
at least got its foot in the door on the issu e at 
Ford. 
Ford agreed to dedu ct insu rance pre­ 
miu ms to pay for dental care from the 
w orker’s pay -checks and to tu rn the money 
ov er to the insu rer, shou ld the worker decide 
to join the program. 
The company -paid, hospital-medical-su r­ 
gical insu rance programs now in effect at the 
Big Three started ou t in the same m anner, as 
worker-paid, v olu ntary programs. 
In Ford bargaining, there was no dou bt the 
company wou ld go along with the basic GM 
package. The issu e which cau sed the most 
trou ble, howev er, was whether the pay in­ 
creases for Ford workers shou ld be retroac­ 
tiv e to Sept. 14, when the old contract ex pired. 
The final settlement was a compromise, 
with Ford agreeing to m ake 26 cents of the 51- 
cent av erage hou rly pay increase effect 
retroactiv e to Sept. 14 and the remaining 25 
cents retroactiv e to Nov . 2. 


WASHINGTON (AP)— A nationwide rail­ 
road strike Thu rsday appeared inev itable af­ 
ter negotiations collapsed early to day . A 
u nion leader said the walkou t w-ill be called 
ev en if Congress grants President Nix on's re ­ 
qu est for a 45-day delay . 
“ We mu st strike,” said President C. L. 
Dennis of the Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, 
largest of fou r AFL-CIO u nions representing 
nearly 500,000 workers in the w'age dispu te. 
Dennis said his u nion is ready to risk jail 
term s, fines and pu blic pressu re to win its de­ 
mands. 
Dennis spoke after a late-night bargaining 
session called by the Labor Department 
failed to produ ce an agreem ent or a v olu ntary 
postponement. 
Nix on, in asking Congress to requ ire a 
postponement, said a strike wou ld impose a 
hardship on the American people. 
“ I u rge that Congress act qu ickly on my 
proposal.” Nix on said, “ so that a crippling 
stoppage can be av erted, and so that the na­ 
tion’s trav elers and shippers can depend on 
u ninterru pted serv ice.” 
He said if Congress orders an ex tension of 
bargaining time and no settlem ent is reached 


by Jan. 23. he will m ake new recom m enda­ 
tions to the lawmakers. 
Dennis said the u nion m em bers had waited 
more than a y ear since their last pay raise 
and had no patience for fu rther delay . The di­ 
spu te has dragged ou t nearly a y ear u nder de­ 
lay ing prov isions of the law and Dennis said 
any fu rther federal interv ention wou ld be 
“ like changing the ru les of a football gam e 
when one side is close to the goal.” 
Dennis said he sees no possibility of av ert­ 
ing a strike. Assistant Secretary of Labor W. 
J. Usery said no fu rther talks hav e been 
schedu led and the nex t mov e is u p to Con­ 
gress. 
The fou r u nions rejected the biggest wage 
offer in rail history , some 37 per cent, or $1.37 
per hou r ov er three y ears for workers now a v ­ 
eraging from $3.45 to $3,6 0. They said work- 
ru le changes demanded by the rialroads in 
ex change for the wage offer wou ld eliminate 
thou sands of jobs. 
“ If there are no fu rther dev elopments, and 
by dev elopments I mean no agreem ents with 
any of the railroads, my intention is to strike 
all of the railroad properties at 12:01 a .it 
Thu rsday ,” Dennis said.

SPRIN G FIELD 
(UPI) — In 
one of the most pessimistic 
analy ses of the situ ation thu s 
far by a top state official, Illi­ 
nois Attorney General William 
Scott said today the state’s pro­ 
posted constitu tion is in "seri­ 
ou s trou ble” becau se of confu ­ 
sion ov er its tax prov isions. 
“ I hav e talked to people all 
ov er the state and I believ e the 
constitu tion is in seriou s trou ble 
becau se of a m isu nderstanding 
of its rev enu e article,” Scott, a 
Repu blican, said in a news con­ 
ference. 
Scott reiterated his su pport 


for the new charter and u rged 
the electorate to v ote for it in 
nex t Tu esday ’s referendu m. 
“ The confu sion ov er the con­ 
stitu tion is widespread enou gh 
to defeat it,” Scott said. 
The state AFL-CIO and sev ­ 
eral other grou ps hav e come 
ou t against the constitu tion be­ 
cau se its rev enu e article con­ 
tains no ceiling on the state in­ 
come tax and no prov ision for 
a gradu ated income tax . 
Scott said that last Friday the 
Illinois Su preme Cou rt present­ 
ed the people of the state with 
a legal “ time bom b” when it 


sent a Lake Cou nty tax case 
back to a lower cou rt for a re ­ 
hearing. In the case, a Lake 
Cou nty resident, Pau l E. H a­ 
mer, 
challenged 
the 
Illinois 
practice of not assessing real 
estate for tax pu rposes at 100 
per cent of v alu e. 
The law requ ires 100 per cent 
ev alu ation bu t the practice has 
not been followed in Illinois be­ 
cau se it wou ld send real estate 
tax es zooming. What has been 
done is to assess bu sinesses and 
indiv idu als at different rates, 
althou gh neither are assessed at 
100 per cent. 


Charles Clark, chief o f the 
Land Po llutio n Co ntro l o f the 
State Env iro nmental Pro tectio n 
Ag ency , has said Dix o n will be 
elig ible fo r a state g rant o f 50 
per cent o f the co st o f acquiring 
and putting into o peratio n o f the 
city ’s landfill in the Green Riv er 
Ordnance Area, acco rding to 
James G. Burke, co mmissio ner 
o f streets and sanitatio n. 
The state o fficial said Dix o n 
co uld be the first city to be 
awarded a g rant fro m the $7 50 
millio n po llutio n bo nd issue 
passed 
in 
No v ember, 
the 
co mmissio ner repo rted. 
Burke o bserv ed the g rant 
wo uld pay half o f the city ’s co st 
o f acquiring up to 160 acres, 
equipment required, building 
co nstructio n and eng ineering 
fees. 
In a letter to the chairman o f 
the Bo ard o f Superv iso rs, Burke 
info rmed to wnship superv iso rs 
the city ’s permit to o perate a

He in­ 
dicated that the only way the 
state wou ld relicense the pres­ 
ent home this y ear was for the 
committee to indicate plans for 
a new home. 
Carl Spangler, assistant su ­ 
perv isor from Dix on Township, 
who is also a m em ber of the 
Hou sing Au thority , noted that 
the state wou ld part with the 
property , 
shou ld 
the 
cou nty 
show a concrete plan within a 
reasonable length of time. 
After some discu ssion Donald 
B u rke, a s s is ta nt su pe rv isor 
from Dix on, mov ed that the 
board chairm an be au thorized 
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to pu rchase the property for $1 
and that the Nu rsing Home 
Committee start 
preliminary 
research for ev entu al nu rsing 
home constru ction.

EDITOR S NOTE — The fol 
lowing dispatch, seventh in a 
series, deals with the legislative 
article in Illinois’ proposed con­ 
stitution.

(U PI) - II 
Illinois voters adopt the state’s 
proposed constitution on Dec. 15 
the legislative deadlocks caused 
by the politically crucial act of 
reapportionment would be bro­ 
ken by a bipartisan commis­ 
sion. 
In a chaotic 1964 election, Illi­ 
nois was forced to elect its leg­ 
islators on an at-large basis 
because the General Assembly 
could not agree on a reappor­ 
tionment plan. 
The new charter would elim­ 
inate at-large election provi­ 
sions in the present constituion 
and would create an eight- 
member bipartisan commission 
to remap the state’s congres­ 
sional and legislative districts 
if the General Assembly failed 
to approve a plan by June 30 
of the year following the fed­ 
eral census. 
The majority and minority 
party leaders of the legislature 
would appoint the commission. 
Four of ihe members would be 
legislators, including two sena­ 
tors and two representatives, 
and four would be non-legisla­ 
tors. 


If by Aug. 10, the commission 
could not agree on a remap 
plan a tie-breaking member 
would be selected through the 
drawing of names selected by 
the state Supreme Court. Only 
two names would be tossed in 
the hat, one from each party. 
A Sensitive Issue 
¿Redistricting is a highly sen­ 
sitive issue because it can de­ 
termine the political makeup of 
the state’s congressional and 
legislative delegations for a 
decade. The General Assembly 
to convene this January will re­ 
apportion but it will not be af­ 
fected by the outcome of the 
Dec. 15 referendum. 
At the state’s sixth constitu­ 
tional convention, the commis­ 
sion plan drew heavy fire from 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da­ 
ley’s forces, who objected par­ 
ticularly to the provision for 
the drawing of names. 
Con-con spokesmen for the 
mayor call the name drawing 
“ Russian roulette reapportion­ 
ment w'hich is demeaning to the 
whole 
democratic 
process.’’ 
They say the convention should 
have been able to come up 
with some system of solving 
the reapportionment problem 
which relied “ on something 
more than a gamble.” 
But George Lewis, chairman 
of the convention’s legislative 
committee, disagreed. 


“ I think it’s the best system 
of all reapportionment schemes 
in the United States at the mo­ 
ment,” Lewis said. 
“ We have eliminated the pos­ 
sibility of an at-large election,” 
he said, “ and assured, as far as 
possible, a bipartisan reappor­ 
tionment by having a tie-break- 
er member of the redistricting 
commission.” 
Expand Veto Power 
Another change in the legisla­ 
tive article would expand the 
governor’s veto powers by add­ 
ing “ reduction” and “ amendato­ 
ry” vetoes. 
In a reduction veto, the gov­ 
ernor could decrease a specific 
appropriation in a bill without 
tossing the whole item out and 
with an amendatory veto he 
could send legislation back with 
recommendations for amend­ 
ments without vetoing the en­ 
tire bill. 
Lewis said the addition of 
these vetos was a refinement of 
the legislative process which 
would permit the perfection of 
legislation without 
scrapping 
whole measures and starting all 
over again. 
Mayor Daley’s forces, how­ 
ever, are strongly opposed to 
the reduction veto because they 
feel in the hands of an unfriend­ 
ly governor it could become a 
financial club to be used against 
Chicago. 


Last week Daley said Demo­ 
crats in the legislature, if the 
new constitution is adopted, will 
attempt to amend the reduction 
veto out of the new state char­ 
ter as soon as possible. 
Some Other Changes 
Other changes in the legisla­ 
tive article include: 
—Reduction in the age re­ 
quirement for the Senate from 
25 to 21 years, to correspond 
with the minimum age for the 
state representatives. 
—Provision for filling of va­ 
cancies in the legislature by a 
system of appointment, with the 
requirement that anyone ap­ 
pointed to a legislative seat be 
of the same political party as 
the person replaced. 
—Elimination of the require­ 
ment that all bills be read in 
full, a restriction Lewis called 
“ a waste of time and a natural 
filibuster technique.” 
—Requirement that a tran­ 
script of legislative debates be 
made available to the public. 
—Specific provision for the 
current practice of annual, ra­ 
ther than biennial, sessions of 
the legislature. 
—Requirement of an extra­ 
ordinary three - fifths, rather 
than the current two-thirds, ma­ 
jority vote in order to advance 
the effective date of legislation 
passed after July 1 of each 
session.

Whe n drug a ddiction hit the Ja p a n ­ 
e se . the y re a cte d e ne rge tica lly. Sa ys 
Se lig Ha rrison in the Wa shington Post: 
“ The m a x imum prison te rm wa s in­ 
cre a se d in 1 9 6 3 from se ve n to 1 0 ye a rs 
for those convicte d of posse ssion. Ma ­ 
rijua na pe na ltie s we nt up from thre e 
ye a rs or $ 8 0 to a fla t se ve n ye a rs for 
posse ssion with a profit motive , a nd 
five ye a rs for smoking, e ve n if the 
smoke r only joins in a pot pa rty a nd is 
not ca ught with ciga re tte s on his pe r­ 
son. The ne w la ws we re ruthle ssly e n­ 
force d.” 
As a re sult of tough la ws a nd string­ 
e nt e nforce me nt, the numbe r of he roin 
ca se s in Ja pa n droppe d to 4 1 la st ye a r, 
a s compa re d to 2 2 1 in Wa shington, 
D C ., a lone . “ Authoritie s (in Ja pa n) 
stre ss the importa nce of a no-nonse nse 
e nforce me nt to de te r pote ntia l offe nd­ 
e rs,” Mr. Ha rrison write s. 


It should be note d tha t the Tokyo po­ 
lice ha ve virtua lly drive n out he roin a t 
fa r le ss cost tha n A m e rica ’s fe e ble e f­ 
forts to da te . The city’s na rcotics 
squa d consists of 5 0 me n, ba cke d by a 
2 5 -ma n force from the ce ntra l gove rn­ 
me nt. In the Unite d Sta te s, the Fe de ra l 
N a rcotics Bure a u ha s 1 ,4 0 0 office rs, 
Ne w York City ha s 2 0 0 na rcotics me n, 
a nd Wa shington, one -six th the siz e of 
Tokyo, ha s 6 1 . The diffe re nce in re sults 
ste ms first from the e x ce lle nt tra ining 
tha t Ja pa ne se a nti-na rcotics office rs 
re ce ive , a nd se condly be ca use the “ J a ­ 
pa ne se e nforce me nt progra m lumps 
a ddicts a nd supplie rs toge the r, de a ling 
ste rnly e ve n with first offe nde rs.” In 
the Unite d Sta te s, the Fe de ra l Na rcot­ 
ics Bure a u, a ccording to its dire ctor, 
John Inge rsoll, “ is no longe r dire cting 
its e nforce me nt e fforts a t the individ­ 
ua l use r” but a t the smuggle rs a nd 
proce ssors—a nd a t the pe ddle rs. 
Pe rha ps of more importa nce tha n 
la w e nforce me nt me thods a nd a p­ 
proa ch 
is the Ja p a n e se a ttitu d e 
towa rds drug a ddiction. In the Unite d 
Sta te s, we think of a ddicts a s sick pe o­ 
ple , which the y a re . We te nd to sym pa ­ 
thiz e with the m, e ve n to roma nticiz e 
the ir proble ms. The Ja pa ne se think 
the y a re a thre a t to the country a nd to 
socie ty. The re is a gre a t a bhorre nce of 
a ddiction, too, a nd this tra dition ha s 
he lpe d the police . The a ve ra ge citiz e n 
is not a sha me d to co-ope ra te with the 
a uthoritie s. 
Now it ma y be tha t the Ja pa ne se e x ­ 
pe rie nce is unique , tha t it re fle cts con­ 
ditions which do not obta in in this coun­ 
try. Ce rta inly, the Ame rica n pe ople 
would proba bly re je ct the use of dra ­ 
conia n 
me thods 
a ga inst 
ma rijua na 
smoke rs. But the y would re spond to a 
cha nge in the a pproa ch of fe de ra l a nd 
loca l la w e nforce me nt a uthoritie s in 
re ga rd to he roin a nd othe r ha rd drugs. 
Drug a ddiction is too se rious a prob­ 
le m to a llow us the lux ury of kne e -je rk 
re a ctions. The cost of the drug tra ffic is 
too gre a t in socio-e conomic te rm s. A 
ne w look should be ta ke n. If tough la w 
a nd tough e nforce me nt a re the a nswe r, 
the n tha t should be the roa d to ta ke . In 
the long run, it would be more huma ne 
tha n a llowing a ddiction to spre a d out of 
loving kindne ss to the a ddict.

Some of the fie ry la die s who a re 
spe a rhe a ding the drive for the “ libe ra ­ 
tion” of Ame rica n wome n cite Russia 
a s a n e x a mple of the promise d la nd of 
se x ua l e qua lity. 
The y ought to look be hind the myth 
to the re a lity, sugge sts U.S. Ne ws & 
World Re port. 
True e nough, a s is ofte n pointe d out 
a t wome n’s lib ra llie s, since 1 9 3 6 the 
Sovie t constitution ha s a ccorde d wom­ 
e n in the U.S.S.R. “ e qua l rights with 
me n in a ll sphe re s of e conomic, sta te , 
cultura l, public a nd politica l life .” 
But a close look a t toda y’s Russia 
shows tha t, e ve n though much prog­ 
re ss ha s be e n ma de in re volutioniz ing 
the role of wome n, a ctua l e qua lity re ­ 
ma ins la rge ly the ore tica l. 
Although wome n outnumbe r me n in 
the Sovie t Union by 1 9 million, it is still 
the me n who run things, sa ys the m a g­ 
a z ine —from 
the Kre mlin 
right 
on 
down. 
Not one of the 1 1 me mbe rs of the 
Communist pa rty’s a ll-powe rful Polit­ 
buro, which ma ke s a ll the ultima te de ­ 
cisions, is a woma n. The re is no woma n 
in the Pa rty Se cre ta ria t, which con­ 
ducts the da y-to-da y ope ra tions of the 
pa rty. The U.S.S.R. Council of Minis­ 
te rs, which imple me nts the pa rty’s de ­ 
cisions. ha s just one woma n me mbe r. 
About a third of the de putie s in the 
Supre me Sovie t, Russia ’s pa rlia me nt, 
a re wome n, but the Supre me Sovie t is 
me re ly a rubbe r-sta mp body which 
ne ve r fa ils to give una nimous a sse nt to 
Politburo de cisions. 
F o ra Russia n woma n, holding a job 
is not just a right but a n obliga tion un­ 
de r la w. It is ofte n a lso a n a bsolute e co­ 
nomic ne ce ssity. 
Thus ne a rly ha lf of a ll worke rs in 
Russia n industry a re wome n—but nine 
of e ve ry 1 0 pla nt m a na ge rs a re me n. 
Thre e of e ve ry four schoolte a che rs 
in the Sovie t Union a re wome n—but 


thre e of e ve ry tour high school princi­ 
pa ls a re me n. 
Almost 9 0 pe r ce nt of a ll Sovie t 
me dica l pe rsonne l a re wome n—but 
ne a rly ha lf of a ll chie f physicia ns a nd 
he a ds of hospita ls a re me n. 
The constitu tiona lly “ lib e ra te d ” 
Russia n woma n ha s little choice of e m ­ 
ployme nt, which me a ns tha t she is 
ofte n force d to e x e rcise he r “ e qua lity” 
by ta king on ha rd, he a vy work fe w 
Ame rica n wome n would ca re to ta ckle , 
such a s digging ditche s or swe e ping 
stre e ts (while a ma le supe rvisor looks 
on). 
In Russia four of e ve ry 1 0 cra ne op­ 
e ra tors a re wome n. So a re one of e ve ry 
thre e ce me nt m a ke rs, four of e ve ry 1 0 
la bore rs in the ma chine -building a nd 
me ta l-working industrie s a nd nine of 
e ve ry 1 0 bus a nd stre e tca r conductors. 
And the y do ge t e qua l pa y with me n on 
the sa m e jobs. 
Sovie t se x ua l e qua lity, howe ve r, 
doe s not e x te nd to house work. Sovie t 
husba nds a re fa r le ss like ly tha n the ir 
Ame rica n counte rpa rts to le nd a he lp­ 
ing ha nd a round the house , sa ys U.S. 
Ne ws. Add to tha t the fa ct tha t only one 
fa mily in 1 0 ha s a va cuum cle a ne r or 
one in thre e a 
re frige ra tor—which 
me a ns da ily shopping, which in Russia 
me a ns spe nding hours sta nding in line . 
In one re spe ct, pe rha ps, the Sovie t 
syste m might a ppe a l to Ame rica n lib 
type s: Russia n wome n a re not tre a te d 
a s se x obje cts. 
Pornogra phy is not for sa le on 
ne wssta nds. The re a re no displa ys of 
pin-up girls. The re a re no be a uty con­ 
te sts. Cosme tics a nd pre tty clothe s a re 
ha rd to come by a nd e x pe nsive a nd a re 
frowne d on by the e ve r-wa tchful sta te . 
So fa r, sa ys the ma ga z ine , in spite 
of a fe w ca utious, wistful compla ints, 
Russia n wome n show no signs of wa nt­ 
ing to orga niz e or de monstra te for be t­ 
te r tre a tm e nt of the ir se x .

C A IRO , Dl. (A P ) — Blacks 
marched through the business 
district of Cario Monday night 
but there was no repeat of the 
violence that erupted during 
sim ilar picketing over the week­ 
end. 
Outward calm fell over the 
racially tense river town of 6,150 
which over the last 21 months 
of a black boycott against white- 
owned stores 
has 
frequently 
been rocked by gunfire and a r­ 
son. 
Cairo police and a permanent 
contingent

watched as 21 members of the 
United Front, a black commun­ 
ity organization, including 
a 
handful of small children, pick­ 
eted in silence with worn plac­ 
ards for one hour and left. 
Four black men

with the shooting of a sheriff’s

Grand jury selected 


C H IC A G O (A P ) — A special 
grand jury has been selected to 
investigate the killing of two 
Black Panther party members 
in a police raid a year ago. 
Fred A. Hampton, 21, Illinois 
Black Panther party chief and 
M ark Clark, 22, of Peoria, a 
Panther leader, were shot to 
death in the raid by police as­ 
signed to the state’s attorney’s 
office on Dec. 4, 1969. 
A federal grand ju ry which in­ 
vestigated the raid this Spring 
scored State’s Atty. Edw ard V. 
Hanrahan and police officials. 


But it said it could not deter­ 
mine if the slain Panthers’ civil 
rights were violated without the 
testimony of Panther survivors 
of the raid, who refused to co­ 
operate with the federal panel. 
The county grand jury whose 
23 members were selected Mon­ 
day, will begin hearing testi­ 
mony Wednesday. 
Barnabas Spears, a special 
prosecutor, said subpoenas 
probably would not be issued 
until Wednesday. He declined to 
say whether Hanrahan would be 
called as a witness. 


Percy praises constitution 


W A SH IN G T O N (A P ) - Sen. 
Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., praised 
Illinois* proposed constitution 
Monday. In a Senate speech he 
urged that it be adopted Dec. 15. 
“ So many states have recent­ 
ly attempted to rewrite their 
constitutions,”

said 
“ Most of them have been unsuc­ 
cessful. But the problem of revi­ 
talizing state government . . . is 


a challenge to all states. For 
this reason, I wanted to call the 
outstanding job of the Illinois 
Constitutional Convention to my 
Senate colleagues’ attention.’’ 


He said the most outstanding 
part of the new constitution is 
its bill of rights — “ hailed by 
some as the best in any consti­ 
tution of the 50 states.

He 
was also mentio ned o n the Illino is Prep Spo rt Special team, 
and Special mentio n o n the Chicago Daily News team. 


All three will pro bably go o n to co llege—at least fo r a 
while. And, all three hav e definite sho ts at play ing co llege 
fo o tball. Witzleb is big eno ugh and quick eno ugh to play fo r a 
majo r team when he puts his mind to it, and Kipping co uld 
play linebacker fo r nearly any co llege. 


Co leman? Go sh, he’s just great. Granted, witho ut blo ck­ 
ing fro m his team —including Kipping and Witzleb—we pro b­ 
ably co uldn’t hav e do ne as well. Ho wev er, Co leman has the 
desire to play fo o tball, and might, o nce he finds himself aca­ 
demically . 


Hi ere is no way to describe Co leman in just a brief para­ 
graph. He’s agile, stro ng, and lightening-fast in the o pen 
field. He fo llo wed blo cks in the late-seaso n like he nev er did 
befo re and finished with an unbeliev able reco rd. Co leman’s 
all-state material, and I didn’t no minate fo r the Co ach & Ath­ 
lete All-Arnerican team fo r a jo ke. Co leman’s go o d eno ugh to 
play fo o tball any where, o nce so meo ne finds him. 


No w . . . ho w abo ut Cutler and Wakeley ? Simple, they 
just abo ut held the team do wn, despite their lack o f height 
and weight. 


Cutler, a senio r defensiv e tackle, tips the scales—slight­ 
ly —at 16 5 , and stands 5 -9. Hardly bright and shining statistics 
fo r his po sitio n. It seem s Cutler is just ano ther ballplay er un­ 
til y o u scan his statistics. 


He led a stro ng defensiv e squad with 74 tackles, and 
what’s mo re, co llected 19 stars. The stars, Vail’s way o f 
rewarding defensiv e ex cellence, are put o n the play ers’ 
helmet. 'Hie play er to hav e the nex t highest number finished 
the seaso n with 12. 


Lanny Wakeley is o nly a junio r but he nearly put-o n a 
o ne-man sho w in the aerial game. Wakeley led the team in 
pass receiv ing, catching 11 fo r 174 y ards. 
Ho w can any o ne fo rget the amazing receptio ns he made 
during the Streato r game? Remember the catch he made o f 
Jack Vail’s pass that he jumped a full fiv e y ards ahead? Ho w 
abo ut the tim e—o r rather tim es—he went up in the air, in a 
cro wd and still came do wn with the ball? Ev en in the Ro ­ 
chelle gam e, where he made his first start, and made a few 
o bv io us m istakes, he did an ex cellent jo b in receiv ing. There 
is no way any o ne can say he didn ’t deserv e so me reco gnitio n. 
He w asn’t ev en mentio ned in the all-co nference tabulatio ns.

Changes in the revenue a r­ 
ticle are a few of the highinter- 
est items in the proposed new 
state constitution that Illinois 
residents 
will 
vote 
on. 
December 15. 
C. Allen Bock and Harold D. 
Guither, University of Illinois 
Extension 
specialists 
in 
agricultural 
law 
and 
public 
policy, explain that the revenue 
article in the proposed constitu­ 
tion gives the General Assem­ 
bly power to make reasonable 
exemptions, deductions, credits 
and refunds for non-property 
taxes. 
For 
exam ple, 
sales 
tax 
exemptions could be made for 
such items as food, clothing and 
medicine. These exemptions 
would especially benefit low in­ 
come families that spend a high 
proportion of their incomes for 
such exempt items. 
The proposed constitution 
specifically allows a flat-rate 
income tax with no top rate 
limit. The General Assembly, 
as it does under the present 
constitution, determines the 
rate, the specialists explain. 
However, the corporate rate 
cannot exceed the rate on in­ 


dividuals by a ratio of more 
than 8 to 5 —the present ratio 
Critics of this provision argue 
that a flat-rate tax is not the 
most equitable because it takes 
the same per cent of income 
from all income levels. Pro­ 
ponents. on the other hand, con­ 
tend that because the Federal 
income tax is highly progres­ 
sive. it is not necessary to have 
a progressive state income tax. 
A third item in the revenue 
article of special interest to 
rural people is the proposed 
constitution 
provision 
that 
counties with a population 
200.000 or more may place real 
property in different classes. 
Bock and Guither note. In the 
proposed constitution, the level 
of assessment for the highest 
class in the county cannot ex­ 
ceed 2*2 times that of the coun­ 
ty’s lowest class. And land used 
for farming must be assessed at 
the same level as single-family 
residence property in that coun- 
ty. 
Under the proposed constitu­ 
tion, all personal property 
taxes not abolished by Jan. 1, 
1971, must be abolished by 
Januarv 1.

HOUSTON. Tex. (A P )- No­ 
body really wanted the new 
farm bill signed into law last 
month by President Nixon, a 
national farm leader said Sun­ 
day. 
Charles B. Shuman of Sulli­ 
van. 111., president of the 1.9- 
million 
member 
American 
Farm 
Bureau 
Federation, 
spoke to reporters prior to the 
opening of the organization’s 
5 2nd annual convention here 
Monday. 
Suman said that Secretary of 
Agriculture Clifford M. Hardin 
and the Nixon administration 
made a mistake in seeking a 
consensus of farm opinion on 
the new measure. 
Actually, he said, the new 
measure wound up pleasing al­ 
most no one. 
But. he said, the bill does offer 
some chance of farmers to 
move away from strict govern­ 
ment control because of the new 
discretion granted to the secre­ 
tary of agriculture. 


Shuman said many of the de­ 
cisions which will be made by 
the secreatry will of necessity 
be political ones. But the eco­ 
nomic future of American agri­ 
culture should not be based on 
political decisions, he said. 
The Farm Bureau leader said 
he considered it a mistake that 
the Nixon administration decid­ 
ed to go along with principles 
laid down in the farm law 
passed in 1965, which was based 
on crop controls and price sup­ 
ports. 
Shuman said that farmers 
and ranchers are turning away 
from such farm programs and 
that they want less government 
involvement in their operations. 
“ They 
(the government) 
must face up to the fact that 
farm programs have hurt farm­ 
ers more than they have helped 
them,” Shuman charged. 
The convention is expected to 
draw more than 6,000 farm 
leaders from 
49 states and 
Puerto Rico.

Since tasty, pretty little coo­ 
kies rate as favorite yuletide 
sweets, have plenty on hand to 
serve as refreshments or give 
as gifts. 
Successful cookie baking de­ 
pends to a large extent on the 
kind of bakeware you use. For 
uniformly browned cookies, use 
shiny sheets with low sides or no 
sides. A dark sheet causes coo­ 
kies to burn easily. If you use a 
teflon-coated sheet, lower the 
baking temperature or reduce 
the length of cooking time. 
When using oven-glass baking 
pans, lower the oven tempera­ 
ture 25 degrees because glass 
holds heat longer than metal, 
and the cookies will burn. 
If you use two cookie sheets at 
the same time, place them far 
enough apart in the oven to al­ 
low for proper heat circulation. 
Removing Stains 
The holiday season bounces 
in gaily but often exits leaving a 
trail of unsightly spots and 
stains on table coverings and 
napkins. 
Marjorie Sohn, University of 
Illinois Extension textiles spe­ 
cialist, offers some suggestions 
on stain removal. 
If candlewax is the problem, 
first scrape off the excess wax 
with a dull knife. Place the item 
between clean white blotters or 
layers of white facial tissue, 
then press with a warm iron. 
Remove any remaining stain by 
sponging with a grease solvent 
or an alcohol solution—one part 
alcohol to one part water. 
Remove lipstick from dinner 
napkins by applying undiluted 
liquid detergent to the stain. 
Work in the detergent until the 
stain is gone, then rinse well. 
This same procedure also works 
effectively on grease spots on 


ible, personal property.

permanent press table linens. 
You can easily eliminate 
black coffee, tea or fruit stains 
by sponging them immediately 
with cool water. Or soak the 
stain in cool water for 30 min­ 
utes or longer. Some stains re­ 
quire an overnight soak. 
Removing chocolate—anoth­ 
er common holiday stain—is a 
bit more involved. Sponge the 
item with cool water or soak it 
in cool water for 30 minutes or 
longer. If a stain remains, work 
soap or detergent into the stain, 
rinse and let the article dry. 
Sponge with a grease solvent if 
a greasy stain still remains. 
Technically Speaking 
Many people use the word 
spice for the aromatic part of a 
plant. Actually, a spice comes 
from the root, bark, berry, fruit 
or stamen part of a tropical 
plant. Herbs refer to the leaves 
of aromatic plants grown in the 
temperate zone. And seeds are 
the fruit or seeds of herb plants. 
Zest Without Calories 
Herbs and spices don’t add 
calories or nutritional value to 
foods, but they do add flavor. So 
if you’re counting calories, use 
herbs and spices to spark up fa­ 
miliar foods. 
Cardamon Facts 
Cardamon is the tiny, black 
seed of a fruit from a plant re­ 
lated to ginger. A native to In­ 
dia, it’s now grown in Asia and 
Central America. Used mainly 
in baked goods, it’s an essential 
ingredient in authentic Danish 
pastries. A high-priced spice, 
unprocessed 
cardamon 
costs 
from two to five dollars a pound.

D.C., sums up the administra­ 
tion’s approach to farm policy 
legislation. 
Brunthaver spoke last Tues­ 
day, to the more than 25 0 far­ 
mers, grain industry represen­ 
tatives, university researchers 
and 
government 
officials 
gathered for a Corn Quality 
Conference, at the University of 
Illinois. 
Brunthaver told the group 
that formulating farm policy is 
difficult any year. But the ap­ 
pearance of southern corn leaf 
blight in the Corn Belt this 
summer made the job even 
more difficult. 
“ The risks are great,” Burn- 
thaver said. “ If we set aside too 
little acreage, and blight is not a 
serious problem next year, we’ll 
have too much corn, low prices, 
and high government costs.’’ 
“ But,” 
Brunthaven 
con­ 
tinued, “ if we set aside too 
much acreage, and blight is 
serious, we may have a govern­ 
ment-sponsored corn shortage 
with high meat 
prices for 
consum ers and lost export 
opportunities.” 
The Nixon administration 
would like to turn more of the 
decision-making back to the 
farmer, Brunthaver explained. 
"The grower in Peoria or 
Vandalia has a lot better idea 
than I do right now of how much 
corn he lost to the blight and 
how much to bad wather. He 
knows 
how 
much 
harvest 
trouble he’s having. And he has 
a much better idea of how' 
profitable the alternative crops 
might be on his farm.” 
Under provisions of the new 
farm bill, recently signed by 
President Nixon, a farmer who 
wishes to participate in the 
feed-grain program will be re­ 
quired to set aside an acreage of 
cropland to approved conserv­ 
ing uses.

The revenue loss from per­ 
sonal property taxes abolished 
between January 1, 1971, and 
January 1, 1979, must be re­ 
placed by a state wide tax, not 
on real estate, the specialists 
explain.

Holiday Clothes 
Pretty holiday clothes, too of­ 
ten expensive and limited in 
use, needn’t be if you select a 
glamour fabric, a simple pat­ 
tern and sew your owm. 
For party clothes brocades 
and matelasse are beautiful 
fabrics. You’ll also find metal­ 
lic, velvet, lace and chiffon fab­ 
rics. In fact, your main problem 
will be the selection that is 
available calls for decision­ 
making. 
Be cautious with the place­ 
ment of the fabic design even if 
you select a pattern with few 
seam lines and details. If you 
place the large designs in some 
brocades over your most promi­ 
nent 
curves, 
you 
may 
not 
achieve the most pleasing ef­ 
fect. 
Plan the center back seam so 
that the design matches. Dis­ 
torted fabric design caused by 
poorly planned seam lines can 
destroy the beautiful effect of 
the fabric. Brocades may show 
a slight color difference if you 
don’t cut the pattern pieces in 
the same direction. 
Use a zig-zag stitch along the 
fabric edge since brocades tend 
to ravel. If you don’t have a zig­ 
zag machine, a line of stitching 
along the cut edge retards rav­ 
eling. 
Baste the garment together to 
test the fit before the machine 
stitching. Marks left from rip­ 
ping seams are difficult to re­ 
move. It is best to experiment 
with pressing on a scrap of your 


fabric to test fabric reaction to 
steam, heat and pressure. This 
is especially true with velvet or 
velveteen. 
Metallic fabrics look glam­ 
ourous—if you have the figure 
to wear them. If you select a 
glittery metallic, first experi­ 
ment with machine stitching 
and pressing. Fabrics of this 
type also ravel and show rip­ 
ping marks. For the zipper 
placket, it is wise to use an in­ 
visible zipper or make the final 
stitching by hand with a fine 
running stitch.

These considerations are not 
important only for father and 
son operations, many farmers 
find themselves unable to work 
it out alone, ana with no neigh­ 
bors that want to work together. 
More farmers are looking 
for ways to shave the load of a 
complete line of machinery and

someone else.

qualified hired men, may make 
it necessary for neighbors to 
consider some form of part­ 
nership agreement

Why an energy crisis? 


Editor's Note: Why does the 
United States face an energy 
crisis’’ This article, the second 
of four from the AP Special As­ 
signment Team, answers that 
and other questions.

WASHINGTON (A P) 
On 
Nov. 9, 1965. the northeastern 
United States went from dusk to 
midnight in 11 minutes. It was 
the first major public signal

that the nation's tremendous 
need for energy had outstripped 
the ability to provide it. 
Since the 1965 blackout, the 
crisis has intensified. 
The nation which put four 
men on the moon hasn’t got 
enough electrical generating ca­ 
pacity to insure sufficient heat, 
light and power for its cities. 
The nation richest in natural re­ 
sources and the technology to 
utilize them has not been able to 
keep up with its own demand 
for natural gas. fuel oil and 
coal. 
An Associated Press study of 
the energy crisis in the United 
States has found: 
The nation’s over all de­ 
mand for electric power doubles 
every 10 years with per capita 
demand growing five times fast 
er than the population The na­ 
tion has become so dependent 
on power that human labor now 
provides energy for less than 1 
per cent of the work done in the 
nation's factories. 
Ten years ago, the electric 
utility companies had a capaci­ 
ty to generate 30 per cent more 
power than their customers de­ 


manded This year that excess 
capacity has dropped to an av­ 
erage of 15 per cent, a level the 
Federal Power Commission con­ 
siders the bare minimum need­ 
ed to cover unexpectedly severe 
weather or equipment failures. 
This drop is partly responsible 
for 37 major power failures and 
numerous 
smaller 
problems 
since the 1965 blackout. 
The nation is now using 
more natural gas than it is find­ 
ing. a process which has deplet­ 
ed reserves to a point where all 
remaining reserves are commit­ 
ted to existing gas customers 
and 
no 
new 
supplies 
are 
immediately available. 
Political crises in the Mid­ 
dle East have made transport of 
petroleum products out of the 
area difficult and costly and 
have set off a chain of economic 
reactions which cut deeply into 
the potential supply of fuel oil 
for the United States. 
Nuclear power, touted in the 
early l960s as the panacea for 
the nation’s energy needs, drew 
a heavy commitment f om elec­ 
tric 
utilities 
seeking 
cheap, 
clean power. But nuclear ener­ 
gy has fallen far short of its ear­ 
ly promise. 


Many of the electric utilities 
which opted for nuclear power 
were using coal. The coal com­ 
panies found new customers 
outside the country. New air 
pollution laws and mine health 
and safety laws caused cut­ 
backs in expansion of coal pro­ 
duction 
When nuclear power 
ran into delays and electric util­ 
ities turned back to coal, they 
found 
the 
supply 
critically 
short. 
The declining supplies of the 
fossil fuels—coal, fuel oil and 
natural gas—coupled with in­ 
creased national demand for 
power, converged with a venge­ 
ance on 1970. This may go down 
as the year there was an over­ 
whelming demand for every­ 
thing and an adequate supply of 
nothing. 
One sure sign of the decreas­ 
ing certainty of plentiful electric 
power is the decreasing ability 


of electric utilities to handle un­ 
expected 
crises 
like 
severe 
weather and equipment failures. 
It was equipment failure that 
triggered the 1965 blackout in 
the Northeast. It was a combi-

nation of equipment problems 
and unseasonably hot weather 


that caused brownouts and se­ 
lected blackouts along the East 
Coast last September. 
The Federal Power Commis­ 
sion recommends that to meet 
unexpected conditions, electric 
utilities should have the ability 
to generate 15 to 20 per cent 
more power than is normally 
demanded of them. Some utility 
companies fall short of these 
recommended 
levels. 
Others 
will barely meet them when 
new nuclear plants begin opera­ 
tions. 
The Tennessee Valley Author­ 
ity, the nation’s largest electric 
utility in terms of generating 
capacity, has a 15.7 per cent re­ 
serve margin. 
“ We’d like to have more.”

said John Lopez, a TVA official 
in Chattanooga, Ten.. “ We 
would have more if our nuclear 
plant at Brown’s Ferry, Ala., 
hadn’t been delayed by con­ 
struction problems. We’re not 
alarmed, but we’re not especial­ 
ly happy, either.” 
The Bonneville Power Admin­ 
istration, w hich serves Washing­ 
ton, Oregon, Idaho and Western 
Montana, is operating with just 
a 4.4 per cent reserve margin 
due to delay in completing new 
plants,

hydroelectric, 
some nuclear. 
The Florida Power & Light 
Co., which serves Miami, has 
just a 7.5 per cent reserve. Part 
of its problem is delay in com­ 
pletion of a nuclear plant at 
Turkey Point, 25 miles south of 
Miami.

ing decline in crude oil produc­ 
tion and a shortage of domesti­ 
cally produced residual fuel oil. 
Residual fuel oil is just what 
the name implies—the dregs, 
the leftovers after a barrel of 
crude oil has had more sophisti­ 
cated derivatives like gasoline 
and jet fuel refined out of it. In 
U.S. refineries, the leftover fuel 
oil amounted to only 7 per cent 
of each barrel of crude oil. 
As the nation grew, so did its

dual fuel oil. Some have said 
they would do this. Whether 
they can produce enough, soon 
enough, is not yet known. 


As the fuel oil supply situation 
darkened, so did the once bright 
outlook for quick help from nu­ 
clear plants. 
In 1963, several nuclear-power 
electrical generating systems 
had begun operations. At a cost 
of about $5 million per plant, 
they appealed competitive with 
the fossil-fueled plants. 
In 1965 and 1966, as the stir­ 
rings of public discontent over 
air and water pollution began to 
rise to a crescendo, the princi­ 
pal suppliers of nuclear generat­ 
ing plant systems presented a 
strong pitch for nuclear power 
as a replacement for the high- 
polluting fossil-fueled plants.

A new 
nuclear plant that would ease 
the situation is ready for two 
months, but its licensing has 
been delayed by the Atomic En ­ 
ergy Commission. 
Electricity’s chief rival, na­ 
tural gas, also is in short sup­ 
ply. 
It has been estimated that in 
20 years, the demand for natur­ 
al gas will be 1V2 times all the 
gas discovered in the nation’s 
history. Yet the number of prod-

ucing gas wells drilled in the 
country dropped from 3,105 in 
1955 to 1,293 in 1968. 
The reserves which remain 
are already committed for fu­ 
ture use. There is no gas avail­ 
able for new gas customers in 
many parts of the country. 
There has been a correspond- 


demand for fuel oil. From 1958 
to 1968, the growth of fuel oil de­ 
mand held steady at just under 
2 per cent a year. In 1968, de­ 
mand grew 5 per cent; in 1969, 
it grew 10 per cent; in the first 
half of 1970, it grew 20 per cent. 
About the same time demand 
began to surge, the supply got 
hit broadside. The Trans- Arabi­ 
an Pipeline which carried crude 
oil from the Middle East to the 
Mediterranean was sabotaged 
and the Syrian government has 
refused to permit repairs. 
The only other route to the 
Mediterranean was the Suez Ca­ 
nal, but it was closed down dur­ 
ing the 1967 Arab-Israeli War 
and has yet to reopen. So all 
Middle East oil must be carried 
by tankers around the Cape of 
Good Hope, a time-consuming 
trip which has increased the de­ 
mand for tankers sixfold and 
more than doubled transport 
costs in two years. The trip 
slowed deliveries, and while 
supplies have not been cut off, 
they haven’t come close to keep­ 
ing up with demand. 
The only immediate way to 
fill the supply gap is for U.S. oil­ 
men to shift the yields of their 
refineries to produce more resi- 


ordered 20 of the new plants, 
and in 1967, another 30. The or­ 
ders accounted for more than 
half the new electrical generat­ 
ing capacity announced in those 
years. 
But in 1967 and 1968, serious 
problems developed. One manu­ 
facturer of pressure vessels for 
nuclear plants ran into delays 
getting 
needed 
specialized 
equipment and in training plant 
personnel. 
Conservationists raised objec­ 
tions and, on occasion, filed law­ 
suits over plant sites and over 
radiation and heat emissions. 
On construction sites, crews 
had problems assembling the 
new equipment and keeping it 
operable. 
Delays, the court battles and 
inflation have doubled the cost 
of nuclear plants. In 1968 orders 
dropped to 21 and last year to 
seven. 
Atomic Energy Commission 
figures show that as of Sept. 30, 
only 17 nuclear power plants 
were in operation, 54 were und­ 
er construction and 47 were in 
various planning stages. Most 
of the plants not already oper­ 
able are six to 18 months be­ 
hind schedule. 
It became apparent last year 


that electric utilities would have 
to fill the nuclear gap with fossil 
fuel, principally coal. But coal 
was in short supply. 
Before they will explore for 
new supplies, coal producers 
must have a ready market. In 
Tennessee, Kentucky, West Vir­ 
ginia, Virginia, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, more than 60 per cent 
of the coal went to electric utili­ 
ty companies which generally 
signed 15-25 year contracts with 
mine operators. As utilities or­ 
dered 
more nuclear 
plants, 
long-term contracts dropped off. 
In addition, last year’s mine 
health and safety law added to 
mine operating costs. Marginal 
mines shut down, cutting coal 
production by an estimated 10 
per cent. 
No one will make hard, fast 
predictions about effects the 
shortages might have in the 
coming winter. At best, govern­ 
ment and 
industry 
officials 
agree, supplies will be tight, 
with some brownouts, possibly 
scattered blackouts and steadily

rising fuel and utility bills. And 
they agree that the situation 
probably can’t be alleviated in 
time to prevent even more criti­ 
cal shortages next year. 
“ The fuel shortages could 
take anywhere from two to five 
years to turn around,” said one 
FPC official. “ We’ve given up 
hoping we can prevent a crisis.
